s we've heard before from many 
Federation athletes, the road to 
glory isn’t always paved in glitter 
and gold.

What were your par- 
ents like? 

My dad was a private in- 
vestigator and my mom was a 
housewife. We lived in a pretty 
nice section of Buffalo on the 
north side until | was eight 
years old.

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| went out and | got a 
regular job. | was working a 
40-hour week at a factory, mak- 
ing $2.10 per hour. It was the 
first time in my life that | ever 
had to become a grown-up and 
have responsibility. You ae 
getting up on time every morn- 
ing so that | could make it to 
my job... then working 
and always having 
somebody tell me 
what to do. It was 
a very humbling 
experience. 


What 
exactly is going 
through — your 


mind at that time. 
The fact is that 
you can’t be 
where you want 
to be at this 
point in your life. 
As a 
young person, | was 
very frustrated be- 
cause my dream was to 
play professional sports. 
It was a time in my life 
when there was a tot of 
contusion. | was very 
depressed. That’s when 
| started taking more 
and more to drugs. 
When | think back, it 
was such a sad situa- 
tion because now | 
have so much desire in 
my life and so much posi- 
tive thinking... at that time 
it was like | was giving up 
on life. | didn’t care what 
happened to me and | didn’t 
care who | hurt. That’s why | 
started getting involved with 
people he | regret getting in- 
volved with to this day. 

What do you think 
drove you to that point in your 
life? How did you get there? 

I’ll tell you exactly what it 
was. When you’re depressed and 
things aren’t going your way in 
life and it looks like you’re not go- 
ing to achieve your goals... your 
escape is doing drugs. You want 
to be around people who are

high because they appear to be 
happy. When you’re laughing 
and having fun and doing drugs, 
you're not thinking about respon- 
sibility... you're not thinking aout 
the future or doing well in school. 
For that moment, all those things 
just leave you. But then, when you 
come down from your high... it’s 
all back again and the only way 
to get rid of that pain is to take 
more drugs. But that is the easy 
way out. That’s the dead-end 
street. | soon learned that. | got in- 
volved pretty heavily in dealing 
drugs and it got to the point in my 
life where that was my main 
focus. | had no desire to be a pro- 
fessional athlete... | had no desire 
fo accomplish anything in life... to 
finish school. | was making mon- 
ey and | was happy. | thought this 
was going to be great! Until one 
day it all ended. 
What happened? 

Vince, it’s something | re- 
ally don’t want to get into. Let’s 
just say | got into a certain situa- 
tion that put my mother’s and my 
little brother’s ite in danger, not to

ed dealing for the money, but

in late 1987. From there, the Hart 


Foundation recaptured the belts 
on numerous occasions and often 
did so against what seemed to be 
insurmountable odds. 

There have been other teams— 
the Bulldogs of the mid-1980s 
and the Blackjacks of the mid- 
1970s, to name two—who have 
risen to the top of the tag team 
world. Although the Gunns are 
three-time tag team titleholders, 
many believe they shouldn't be in- 
cluded with any of the other afore- 


mentioned combinations. Some 
believe that the Gunns were 
doomed to fail since they came to 
the Federation. 

This may be true. The Gunns 
are brothers and during their up- 
bringing, Billy Haibored a “deep- 
rooted” resentment of his sibling 
Bart. 

“Billy was always jealous of 
Bart,” says a source who lived 
near the Gunn family ranch in 
Texas. “Bart was a better athlete 


‘in high school and he was the first 


of the brothers to be hired into the 


Rodeo. Billy kind of resented that 


and | think he took that with him 
when he and Bart joined the 
World Wrestling Federation.” 

Another source says the jeal- 
ousy between Billy and Bart 
reaches beyond athletics. 

“Bill alias seemed to get 
mad hes any women would be 
attracted to Bart and not him. 
That’s why when Billy finally got 
close to Sunny, he became very 
obsessive of her. He finally felt like 
he had something his brother 
didn’t.” 

As it turns out, that seems to be 
valid. When Sunny left the Body 
Donnas to manage the Gunns, 
Billy was immediately captivated 
by her beauty and charm. In fact, 
Bart says that Billy “fell head- 
over-heels in lust” with Sunny. 
Billy's preoccupation with 
selt-serving Sunny, Bart 
says, led to the eventu- 
al downfall of the 
Smoking Gunns.

In that light, 
maybe the Gunns can attain 
superstardom—each on
